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Shade Plants Prove Touchy
Shade is such n variable 

thing that the gardener must 
pick and choose with care 
when he plans to grow some­ 
thing in it. In deep shade, 
for instance, he will find that 
many "shade loving" plants 
sulk unhappily. Those that 
should bloom won't and tho ;e 
with normally luxuriant fo­ 
liage grow dull and spindly.

One shrub that will take 
any degree of shade, however, 
is Aucuba. Filtered shade, 
high shade, dense shade it's 
all the same to this most use­ 
ful garden shrub. It even 
grows in sun, but not happily, 
as the leaves will burn under 
a direct, solar blast.

Aucuba is not a blooming 
shrub, but one to be grown 
for the glossy green of its 
foliage and the brilliant red 
of its berries in late fall and 
winter. These large, ovate 
berries seem almost artificial, 
so bright and perfect are they. 
They are produced only on 
female plants, however, and 
a male shrub must be includ­ 
ed in the planting to make 
the females fruitful.

The Aticuba most easily 
spotted in California gardens 
is the Gold Dust Plant, a 
speckled beauty that stands 
out in any planting.
